Although the cost of living in Los 


Angeles has increased 67.4 per cent 
since June, 1914, it is but the aver-

DECREASE SHOWN HERE 


While depart- 
ment's figures show a net gain in 
the cost of living during the four- 
teen-year period, it is indicated that 
all of the increases occurred before 
1920. This is evidenced by the fact 
that in Los Angeles during the year 
June, 1927, to last June, there was 
a decrease in the cost of living of 
2.4 per cent, a figure which was ex- 
ceeded only by two of the principal 
cities, Detroit and Chicago, while a 
total average decrease of 17 per cent 
was reported for this city during 
the period, June, 1920, to June, 1928. 
‘The sixteen cther cities showed de- 
c¢:tases durum the past year but the 
cost declines were not as great as 
was the gere. 

That living costs in Les Angeles 
are much lower here than in the 
ner cities is shown by the fact 
that food cost, the item which re- 
quires the greatest expenditure by 
the average family, is exceeded by 
seventeen of the nineteen cities in 
which statistes have been com- 
piled. The only city where food 
costs have increased to a lesser de- 
gree than in Los Angeles is Savan- 
nah, Ga., a city with a population of 
less than one-tenth that of this 
city. The increase for the 


city was placed at 31.1, as compared 


to 349 here, while Chicago regis- les 


tered a rise of 50.4; Washington an 
‘Increase of 55.5; Detroit, 53.5; New

Sunday - School 
Lesson 


The International Sunday-school lesson 
for September 2 is, “Paul in Thessal 
ica” ——Acis xvii, / af 5. 

BY WILLIAM T. ELLIS 

Thousands of British and Cana- 
dian veterans of the war will find 
their memories kindling as they 
confront this Sunday-school lesson, 
staged in old Salonica, the Thesso- 
lonica of Paul's day. Vivid, colorful 
and eventful is life in this turbulent 
city on the Agean, the chief port of 
the Balkans. Although it is now 
part of Greece, it really is of the 
Orient. The mere sight of the name 
on a printed page brings to my nos- 
trils the fragrance of frying fish in 
the food bazaars. 

Soldiers will never forget the 
malaria of the Salonica marshes; or 
the frequent murderous attacks by 
mysterious robbers upon Rritish of- 
ficers, caught alone after nightfall; 
or the great fire of 1917, wherein 
the British troops of all 
played the hero in rescuing the peo- 


persecuting the Jews of Spain, mul- 
titudes of them flocked to Salonica, 
to enjoy the tolerance of the Turk. 
Some time later, in the sixteenth 
century, there arose in Smyrna a 
certain Jew, Sabatai Levi, who pro- 
claimed himself to be the Messiah, 
and secured a great following, not 
onl¥ among the Jews of Turkey, but 
also among the European Jews, who 


rallied to him in great numbers. Sa- 


batai’s claims were colossal, and in- 
cluded temporal power. 

At length the Turkish authorities 
came to recognize him as a menace, 
and he was summoned to the pres- 


given the choice of death or recan- 
ta 


tion. 

He recanted, and accepted Islam. 
But so great was the faith of Sa- 
batal’s followers in him that they, 
too, outwardly became Mcohamme- 
dans. They expected his return, 
and have done so thoroughout the 
centuries since. In Salonica today. 
in addition to the 80,000 orthodox 
Jews, there are 20,000 of these - 
sisting followers 
leader; and they 
mehs. 

THE CITY OF MESSIANIC HOPE 


This curious belief of the Dun- 
mehs, who are as virile as they are 
exclusive, recalls that it was in his 
Letter to the Thessalonians—the 
first writing of Paul that has been 
preserved, and the earliest docu- 
ment in the New Testament—he 


| dwelt upon the theme of the return 


of Jesus. The Th con- 
verts of Paul certainly expected the 
Lord to return within their life- 
time. 


Although mobbed in Thessalonica, 
and driven out by a riot, Paul cher- 
ished a tender feeling for this 
church, as his two letters show. His 
preaching made a deep impression 
"pon both Jews and Greeks, includ- 
ing men and women of highest so- 
cial position. So powerful was the 
impression created that his foes 
paid him the memorable tribute’ 
“These who have turned the world 
upside down have come hither 
also.” What a revolutionary force 
the Gospel has always been! 


THOSE FRIENDLY CHRISTIANS 


In the midst of the city-wide tur- 
moil created by the Christian mas- 
sionaries, we find their converts and 
friends rallying to them effectively. 
Jason gave bond for Paul to the 
Thessalonica authorities; and the lo- 
cal brotherhood sent him secretly 
and swiftly and safely on his way. 
There are no helpers like fellow- 
church members. All of the organ- 
ized philanthropies of earth can 


show no such total of fraternal min-

It was to the city of Berea that 
Paul was sent, a city which still 
bears the same name in Greek that 
it wore in the Apostle's day. This 
traveler counts Berea a green spot 
rd memory.

Of course, whenever open-minded 
persons study the Bible they are 
sure to find in it what Paul 
preached— This Jesus, whom I pro- 
claim unto you, is the Christ.”

FEDERATION STUDIES HOMES 


California Rank Cited in 


Various Classes of Clubs’ 


National Survey | 


As discovered in the nation-wide survey of American homes made 
by the General Federation of Women's Clubs, California farms rank 
fousth in the proportion having stationary kitchen sinks with running 
water, being exceeded by New Hampshire, Massachusetts and Veromnt. 


The State ranks third in the proportion being electrically lighted, al- ner 


though a larger propertion of California farm homes use electricity for 
cooking than do the homes in any other State. In the largest cities 
seven-eighths of the homes are electrically lighted. In these cities gas 


also is extensively used as a cooking fuel but in towns of from 5000 to 


10,000 reporting gas service, only two-thirds of the homes cook by gas 
and in towns of 10,000 to 25,000 only seven-eighths use gas. 


Colorado urban homes rank high- 
er than the average throughout the 
country in the number equipped 
with kitchen sinks and rumiing wa- 


ter. In towns of 10,000 to 25.000 
population ninety in every 100 dwell- 
ings have this housekeeping essen- 
tial. In towns of from 1000 to 2500 


population only fifty-eight in every 


100 homes have running water. The 
State, however, does not rank high 
in the number of homes having elec- 
tricity, only three-fourths of Colo- 
rado’s urban homes being electrical- 
ly lighted, while the national aver- 
age in urban homes is four-fifths. 
Many Colorado towns without gas 
are using the electric . Colo-

In a “report of secretary and di- 
rectory of districts” issued this vear 
by the Irrigation Districts Ass.- 
ciation of California, Secretary W.

In Minnesota there are from 1000 
to 1300 forest fires every year; 400,- 
000 acres are burned over. J. A. 
Mitchell of the Great Lakes Forest 
Service ent Station has fig- 
ured out the money damage at an 
average of $3,500,000 annually for 
the last ten years. 
some, but it is negligible when read 
beside the human lives sacrificed, 
which he puts at 432 for the ten 
years considered. 

In the forests of Minnesota, a 
remnant only of what they were 
but still a noble heritage, a posses- 
sion capable of great development, 
lies opportunity for productive con- 
servation. What is the recent record? 
Has man displayed enlightened self- 
interest? Mr. Mitchell testified: 

“In the last ten years the average 
number dt forest fires per year in 
Minnesota has increased more than 
100 per cent., but in spite of this 
the area burned over and the aver- 
age size of the fires has been re- 
duced through fire-protection ef- 
forts of the State and Federal for- 
est services and interested private 
owners. The annual property loss, 
however, still exceeds a million dol- 
lars. Ninety-nine percent of the 
Minnesota fires, according to the 
records, are man-caused and there- 
fore preventable.” 

Conditions in Minnesota are not 
less creditable to the State than are 
conditions in any other timber State. 
The record of decreased damage by 
each individual fire is distinctly 
praiseworthy. But the increase in 
the number of fires is highly alarm- 
ing; it is a consequence of freer use 
of the of wild spots more 
accessible to tourists and campers,

Los Angeles. As in other walks of life there is a marked tendency 
toward organization and co-operation. Whereas, only a few years 
ago the teachers of music worked individually and alone, teachers 


of piano, violin, 


violoncello, compositin and 


voice are often 


grouped together under one roof and one director. 


Because of its broadening con 
tacts and its opportunities for en- 
semble work, the school idea is de- 
veloping students who are less one- 
sided and the lives of the teachers 
are richer in the same proportion. 

Public school music in this city is 
influencing the taste of the average 
music student to a degree. Begin- 
ning with the simplest elementary 
imitation of the calls of birds in 
the nursery grades and carrying on 
through really fine four-part singing 
and the awakening of an orchestral 
consciousness in the upper grades, 
the public schools are doing much 
to encourage their students to study 
and to have directed outside their 
natural musical gifts. 

Teachers of music are happy to 
discover that many of their stu- 
dents are orchestrally minded. This 
expresses itself in their interest in 
string and wind instruments, and 
in their efforts to think of the piano 
as an instrument of many voices.

This consists of the 
addition of dried powdered vegetables, 
principally spinach, celery, tomatoes, 
carrots and lettuce, in a form combinable 
with breadstuffs, cookies, etc.

Rupture and Constipation _ 

Question: Is it injurious to take 
enemas when one is badly ruptured? I 
have been in this condition a great many 
years. 

Answer: To answer this question off- 
hand “yes” or “no” is impossible. 

It depends upon the severity of the 
rupture, the strength of the abdominal 
muscles. It also depends upon whether 
constipation is present, or whether 
enemas are the only way of solving this 
problem. 


For instance, if there is a tendency for 1 


the rupture to become worse with strain, 
I would say that enemas are undesirable. 

There are thousands of people, rup- 
tured or not, who take enemas year in 
and year out. It has not dawned upon 
them that they have acquired a per- 
nicious habit, almost as bad as the 
chronic consumption of laxatives. 

Bear in mind that we do not solve the 
problem of constipation by resorting to 
enemas year in and year out. However, 
given the choice between the two, severe 
straining and the quicker relief of the 
enemas, I believe that the enema is jus- 
tified under such conditions. 

The danger in a ruptured condition 18 
the strain. However, the strain is usual- 
ly coincidental with under-exercise and 
overeating. 
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Low Blood Pressure 
How can I reduce weight with low 
blood pressure? 

A.: I can see no direct relationship 
between the two. If one has an excessive 
quantity of avoirdupois it will favor gen- 
eral health to reduce to a state where it 
is no longer toxic. 

Bloud pressure, high or low, is cor- 
rected only when the general health is 
corrected. 

There seems to be a superstition that 
one should not undergo abstemious diet- 
ing because the blood pressure is low.

Hernia can be cured, if one is willing 
to pay the price for it—the price being 
hard work, faithful exercise, vigorous 
and strict dieting.

ment is of some temporary relief, but, in 


the final analysis, it is the patient who 
must accomplish the cure. 

When one is severely ruptured the 
avoidance of strain is of great impor- 
tance and, for this purpose, I would give 


a recommendation or two. Our moderate 


toilet stools are not designed for rup- 
tured people. In fact, the design is such 
that they tend to favor hernia or rup- 
ture. 

If you will observe any animal in the 
process of discharging the waste from 
the intestines, you will notice that they 
will always be in a pelvic squat position. 


E That is, the weight of the abdomen as- 


sists the pelvic muscles in their action. 
This position also tends to protect the 
groin area, the region in which hernia 
most frequently occurs. It also tends to- 
ward easier and safer bowel movement, 
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would consider as normal. The average 
blood pressures taken, today, are certain- 
ly not normal, as they are taken from 
millions and millions of people living ab- 
normal, highly irritated, super-nervous 
ves. 

I usually discount the blood pressure 
tables from 8 per cent to as much as 14 
per cent. 

However, as a general rule, mere fast- 
ing or strenuous reduction dieting tends 
to lower the blood pressure still more. 

Low blood pressure is not, of itself, a 
disease. Nor, for that matter, can we 
consistently say that it is a symptom of 


Even, though the rigorous dieting one 
must do to reduce will also have a ten- 
dency to reduce the blood pressure, when 
health is restored, the general tendency 
of the body will be to go back to normal. 

I would recommend that one should 
undergo weight reduction when there is 
excessive avoirdupois, and ignore the en- 
tire question of blood pressure. Be con- 
cerned only with the = health 
function. 

Prolapsus of the Kidneys 
I have a pain in the back, on 
standing. Is this a sign of falling of the 
kidneys? 


A.: It might, or it might not be. It 
depends entirely upon the examination. 

One of the symptoms of prolapsus of 
the kidneys is found when one feels the 
side where the kidney is present. Ask 
the patient to breathe deeply. If a 
considerable quantity of fat is not pres- 
ent, one should not feel the kidney slide 
up and down under the fingers. If there 
is a prolapsus the kidney will easily be 
felt to slide up and down. 

Under ordinary circumstances, the kid- 
ney should not be palpable nor movable. 

Pain in the back may be caused by a 
vertebra pinching a nerve. 

* may be caused by contracted mus- 
es. 

Most commonly, it is due to chronic 
constipation. 

In the male, prostatitis may be a fac- 
tor. Sexual excesses will frequently pro- 
duce pain in the back. 

Inadequate exercise is another element 
that must be reckoned with. 

Everything depends upon what the ex- 
amination reveals. 

I would advise, in a general case, the 
taking of X-rays and the adjustment of 
the lumbar of the spinal column by a 
competent or chiropractor 

Foot Burn 

Question: What can be done to relieve 
constant foot burn in an elderly person? 

Answer: Were we to take the temper- 
ature of the feet when the burning sen- 
sation is present our thermometer would 
probably record a normal temperature. 

The trouble is not the presence of in- 
creased heat, it is rather an irritation to 
the thermic nerve center, those nerves 
which convey a sense of heat. 

It is a circulatory and nervous dis- 
turbance. As such the remedy must be 
found in this field. In some cases there 
is considerable pelvic pressure from 
chronic constipation, which, in turn, re-

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Constipation 
Series No. 2 

Last week I presented the general an- 
atomy of the digesti 
tion was defined. of its physio- 
logical causes were outlined. We dis- 
cussed such causes of constipation as 
improper mastication, the dysfunctions 
of the stomach, our habits of gulping 
and washing down food with drinks. 

I told you that in this issue I would 
inform you of the process of peristalsis, 
the muscular activity by means of which 
the bowel is enabled to discharge its 


activity immediately following a meal. 
With children this is the easiest time 
in which to establish the habit of bowel 
movement, the only exception to this 
general statement being in the early 
morning, when the rectum is filled with 


waste material, at which time a bowel 


movement is desired. 


The reason why there is an increased 
desire for evacuation at this time is be- 
cause a wave of peristaltic contraction 
has been set up from the esophagus and 
the stomach downward, and this wave

What is peristalsis? : 

Technically, it would be difficult to ex- 
plain to a lay audience. About the best 
Uustration I can give as to its appear- 
ance is to contrast it with the muscular 
contractions of a caterpillar in motion. 


Seemingly, the rear end of the cater-. 


pillar hunches up first and the contrac- 
tion wave proceeds along its entire 
length until friend caterpillar finds his 
front part a short distance ahead of 
where he was.

place throughout the digestive system, 
— that instead of the digestive tube 
moving out of position, the contraction 
wa ve proceeds throughout its entire 
length. 

This wave carries the food on its 
surge. It also assists in the churning 
process, mixing the already semilique- 
fied food with the digestive juices. 

In the rectum it is augmented by the 
abdominal and pelvic muscles, the fix- 
ation of the diaphragm and the super- 
imposed pressure of the entire abdomi- 
nal contents helping to force the waste 
material outward. 

Extension of Constipation | 

When one is thoroughly constipated, 
the constipation extends to more than 
the colon itself. It really is present 
throughout the entire length of the di- 
gestive tube. It really means that peris- 
talsis is just as sluggish in the stomach 
and in the small intestine as it is in the 
colon. 

The significance of this should be eas- 
ily comprehended. 

A retarded means re- 
tarded digestion. A retarded . 
means fermentation, putrefaction, gas, 
distress and discomfort. 

You can thus easily understand why 
constipation is invariably coincidental 
with miscellaneous digestive disturb- 
ances and why the cure of stomach and 
intestinal trouble must be premised on 
adequate intestinal elimination. 

However, let us proceed to the study 
of the different portions of the digestive 
system and connect up some of our vari- 
ous troubles with the general problem 
of constipation. : 

Constipation Causes Stomach Trouble 


Presuming that peristalsis is retarded, 
which it always is in constipation, what 
has this to do with stomach trouble? 

As I have just said, peristalsis is then 
equally retarded in the stomach and 
thus the food, instead of being churned 
around, instead of being exposed to the 
digestive fluids, becomes “set,” stays in- 
side the stomach very much longer than 
it should and gives us the uncomfortable 
feeling Of fullness in the area of the 
stomach. 

The chain of pathology which takes 
place from this point is easily percep- 
tible. Peristalsis is insufficient. The 
food can neither be churned nor passed 
out. It stays in the stomach, rotting 
and irritating the mucous membrane 
lining. The mucous membrane becomes 
swollen and inflamed. Instead of pour- 
ing forth a normal, natural secretion, 
its secretion becomes distorted and un- 
usual.

acidity ‘too much acid) or of hypoacid- 
ity (too little acid.) 

Then the doctor may tell you that you 
need pepsin, and attempts to prescribe 
the pepsin from the pig’s stomach to 
make good your own deficiencies. 


Stasis vs. Increasing Peristalsis 


The overcoming of constipation means 
the quickening of the peristaltic rate 
throughout the entire length of the di- 
gestive tube. 

I have conducted actual ts 
along this line. Patients who retained 
their meal for as many as six or seven 
days, with all the dire consequences 
thereof, were made to eliminate their 
meal in less than twenty-four hours by 
overcoming constipation — this even 
though the retention was in a distant 
portion of the digestive system, not nec- 
essarily in the rectum itself. 

Iam emphasizing this important point 
even for those who are not thoroughly 
constipated, but who suffer from slug- 
gishness, from gas or from various forms 
of stomach trouble. 

These problems cannot be overcome in 
their entirety until constipation is 
solved. 
The More Serious Diseases and 

Constipation 

Perhaps you who are suffering from 
more serious stomach troubles such as 
ulcer, cancer, and so on, may not see 
the relationship between constipation 
and your illness.

The children léarned to organize hunts 
of their own, stalking dogs and rats with 
clubs or blunt arrows.

Endurance was the first heritage of 
Genghis Khan, whose birth name was 
Temujin, signifying “The Finest Steel.” 
At the time of his birth his father had 
been absent on a raid against a tribal 
enemy, Temujin by name. e enemy 
was made prisoner, and the father, re- 
turning, gave to his infant son the name 
of the captive foeman. 

Temujin—the youthful Genghis Khan 
—had many duties. The boys of the 
family must fish the streams they passed 
in their trek from the summer to winter 
pastures. The horse herds were in their 
charge, and they had to ride afield after 
lost animals, and to search for new pas- 
ture lands. They watched the skyline 
for raiders, and spent many a night in 
the snow without a fire. Of necessity, 


they learned to keep the saddle for sev- fri 


eral days at a time, and to go without 
cooked food for three or four days— 
sometimes without any food at all. 


When mutton or horse flesh was plen- 
tiful they feasted and made up for lost 
time, stowing away incredible amounts 
against the day of privation. For diver- 
sions they had horse races, twenty miles 
out into the prairie and back, or wrest- 
ling matches, in which bones were freely 
broken.

Critics have written vast 
shelves of books against the historical 
truth of this proposition; they might 
have spent their time better, for it was 
not vital to Rousseau’s purpose, that his 
historical theory should be correct. “I 
know,” he had said in the “Discourse on 
Inequality,” “that some writers have 
given other explanations of the origin of 
political societies, such as the conquest 
of the powerful, or the association of

The point of interest to Louis XV was 
that sovereignty rested now with the 
people. The state was a social contract, 
an agreement to live together; its whole 
force rested not on any divine right of 


—

kings, but on this general will; and as 


that will had made it, that same will 
might bring it to an end. 

We must not read into this theory our 
own contemporary political ideas. It was 
not an advocacy of democracy; Rousseau 
considered democracy impracticable, and 
preferred an elective aristocracy; “if 
there were a people of gods its govern- 
ment would be democratic—men are not 
suited for so perfect a government.” On 
the contrary it paved the way for pre- 
cisely such a dictatorship as that of 
Robespierre or Napoleon; once a man 
supreme power, 
whether by universal or limited suffrage, 
his authority was absolute. Nor was the 
“Social Contract” prejudiced in favor of 
religious liberty; it proposed to offer 
freedom to all forms of religious belief, 
on condition that they included belief in 
God, immortality, heaven and hell; any- 
one incapable of accepting these princi- 
ples was to be exiled, and all who pro- 
fessed them but lived contrary to them 
were to be put to death—the bloodiest 
decree in all the literature of real or 
imaginary states. ae 
What the great pamphlet did was to 
set afloat those ideas which were to be- 
come the catch-words of the revolution. 
Liberty, equality and fraternity—they 
were all here; in a just state men freely 
obeyed laws made by their own elected 


deputies; in a just state all were equal 


before the law, and had equal rights in 
the enjoyment of life, liberty, and the 
pursuit of happiness; and in a just state 
all men were brothers, since they were 
the free contracting parties in the social 
order. Even Robespierre’s ruthless con- 
demnation of Herbert, Chaumette and 
Clootz to the guillotine for preaching 
atheism was an echo of Rousseau. The 
citizen of Geneva helped to sow the 
whirlwind, and France would reap the 
storm.

Berne refused him even the luxury of 
jail; and it was left to an English 
rationalist—David Hume — to come to his 
aid at a time when he knew not where 
to turn. In 1766 Hume brought him to 
London, secured him a liberal pension 
from George III, found him a home at 
Wooton and pronounced him so lovable 
a character that “I think I could live 
with him all my life in mutual friendship 
and esteem.” Within a twelve month 
they had quarreled. Rousseau sensitive 
as a flayed Marsyas, misinterpreted a let- 


ter, a gesture, a word, and announced to 


the world that Hume was a traitor. He 
dashed from Wooton, wandered half mad 
around England, found his way to Dover, 
crossed to France, lived in dingy inns, 
fled from town to town under the shadow 
of arrest, thought of seeking refuge in 
America or in the isles of Greece, and 
finally established*himself in Paris, .once 
more with Theresa, and once more mak- 
ing his bread by copying music for com- 
posers and publishers. There Bernardin 
de St. Pierre, future author of Paul and 
Virginia, visited him, and found that his 
greatest consolers were two small swal- 
lows who had made their home in Rous- 
seau’s bedroom, where they trustfully 
hatched their eggs and cared for their 
young. “I was no more than a door- 
keeper for them,” said Rousseau; “for 1 
kept opening the window for them every 
minute. They used to fly with a great 
stir around my head until I had fulfilled 
the duties of the ¢acit convention be- 
tween us.” 

In 1777 he was so feeble that he could 
no longer earn a living. A. M. Girardin 
took him to his home in Ermenonville, 
some twerity miles from Paris. A few 
months later he was found dead in his 


room. The neighbors reported that he 


had shot himself; the physicians that he 
had died of apoplexy. 

Three years after his death his “Con- 
fesions,” written in England, were pub- 
lished at Paris.

] LOVE knowing the end of the story.

a book on education; the Jesuits had 
been expelled, their great schools had 
been closed; and the secularization of ed- 
ucation had commenced, the children of 
the middle class could no longer be sent 
off to be brought up by the priests; fath- 
ers and mothers had to puzzle out for 
themselves the theory and practice of 
ed.zation. 

Rousseau began well, in a passage that 
might fitly be inscribed over every 
school door: “We do not know the child, 
because we still view it from the stand- 
point of the adult.” We find it difficult 
to recognize the right of the child to a. 
will and a personality of its own; we our- 
selves are so surpassing sweet that noth- 
ing finer could be imagined of our off- 
spring than that they should duplicate 
us perfectly. 

The great function of education, for 
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Rousseau, is negative; it is not so much 
to infuse knowledge into the growing 
soul, as to remove the hindrances that 
impede the development of mind and 
personality. First the body must be 
freed; swathings and leading-strings are 
to be anathema; to which is added an 
ode e orsets. Next, the mind must be 
freed; suggestion must replace com- 
mandment; “never command him to do 
anything whatever, not the least thing 
in the world.” It is true that this re- 
quires divine patience, and takes infinite 
time; but we must make haste slowly. 
“Almost all defects of body and mind 
come from one cause: we wish to make 
men” of our children “before their time.” 
“You are alarmed at seeing him consume 
his early years doing nothing. Is it noth- 
ing to be happy? Is it nothing to run, 
play, jump all lay long? In no other part 
of his life will he be so busy.” The long- 
er the development, the more complete 
will be the maturity. 

In those early years the body is every- 
thing, and the intellectual education 
should be ata minimum. “At the age of 
twelve Emile shall hardly know what a 
book is.” His vocabulary will be small; 
for one of the greatest evils in the world 
is that a man should have mapy words 
and few ideas. Almost as bad is to have 
many ideas and little knowledge; there- 
fore Emile shall learn as little as possible 
from books and as much as possible from 
experience, from actual doing of things. 
He will learn a trade and work at it part 
of every day; for happiness lies in the 
work of our hands rather than in the 
thoughts of our heads. He will study 
history, as best instruction—next to life 
itself—in the nature and possibilities of 
men (this is just what Rousseau did not 
do); but he will not trust it too much, 
since most history is a fig leaf with 
which patriotic historians conceal the 
naked truth. He will complete his ado- 
lescence with travel, learning to see his 
own life and people modestly in the per- 
spective of varying individuals, manners 
and laws. And then at last he will 
choose his home, not in the corrupt and 
debilitating city, but in.the quiet beauty 


of the countryside, where nature will be 


his guide, physician and friend. “Live 
according to nature, be patient, and 


by his master. All of which may well be 
disputed, I know. But having looked 
into the story, I am inclined to believe 


that the savage scars on the boy’s arms.

All the dramas with tropic beasts do 
not happen in Africa.

Many people doubtless have heard how 
the docile elephant has periods of utter 
ferocity when he “goes must.”

It did not matter whether 
Rousseau was right or wrong; he was 
easy to read; his passionate rhetoric car- 
ried thousands with him, and turning his 
pen to the problems of government and 
liberty, the nation listened as it had nev- 


er listened to political discussion before. I 


Before the middle of the century crit- 
ics and philosophers had attacked the 
church, but not the state; they looked 
upon the church as the greatest enemy 
to the progress of knowledge and science, 
and it was understood among them that 
they would let the state alone, in the 
hope that the government would connive, 
now and then, at their effort to “crush 


the infamy” of ecclesiastical tyranny. 


But Rousseau was too independent—per- 
haps too unsocial—a personality to ob- 
serve agreements which others had 
made; and with the impish perversity of 
his nature he suddenly came to the res- 
cue of the church, and directed his heav- 
iest attack upon the state. : 

In 1758 he dispatched from his lonely 
cottage at Montmorency his “Letter to d’ 
Alembert on Stage Plays.” D’Alembert 
had written in the Encyclopedia an arti- 
cle in defense of the theater, (which was 
still denounced by the church as an in- 
strument of the devil, which no Christian 
would patronize;) and had urged the citi- 
zens of Geneva to set up a playhouse 
and look the devil in the face. Rousseau, 
strange combination of radical and reac- 
tionary, did not merely denounce the 
drama as an evil influence; he defended

Here was the fountain-head of that re- 
jection of intellect and reason which was 
to find its philosophical protagonist in 
Kant, and place religion precariously on 
a basis of sentiment. It was a great er- 
ror, but it made Rousseau famous, and 
bound up the whole Romantic movement 
with his name. Twelve years before, in 
his “Discourse on the Influence of Learn- 
ing and Art,” he had announced his re- 
volt against reason, disgust with the 
weariness and uncertainty af intellectual 
argumentation, and his horror at the 
conclusions to which philosophy 3 
venture to declare,“ he wrote, that the 
state of reflection is a state contrary to 
nature, and that the thinking man is a 
depraved animal.” He lamented the 
“frightful disorders that printing had 
caused in Europe,” and which philoso- 
phy had caused in Greece and Rome. It 
was even a saying among the philoso- 
phers themselves that since learned men 
had appeared, honest men were nowhere 
to be found. Before that time the Ro-

One 

hundred and forty acres of canyon floor and slopes 
already have been freed of financial encumbrances. 

Six hundred and sixty acres additional will be 

cleared, as excess lands owned by the garden founda- 

tion are sold and the proceeds applied to Botanic 

Garden purposes. The “garden” views on this page 

supplement the drawing by Charles H. Owens of 

The Times’ art staff, a key to which follows: 

A—Beverly Boulevard entrance to the California
